are steadily pushing forward their works near 
and nearer the MalakofTTowor, which the Rus 
inns nre busily engaged in fortifying, and en 
deavorinR to render impregnable. Tho Eng 
\\f\\ are advancing toward the Redan. 


On the 11th the Allies opened a tremendou 


fire and a Russian Admiral—Machinofl" wa 
killed. On the 13th the Russians cannonaded 
the French battery constructed between th 
Mamelon and Mnlakoff with great effect, kill 
ing a large number of officers and men, and 
checking tho progress of the French works 
materially. On the 15th. after another furious 
cnnnonad'e, the Russians made a sortie during 
the night butwere quickly repulsed by General 
Canrobert, with a considerable loss. These are 
the only occurcnces of nny note that have hap- 
pened since last advices. 
The health of the 


Allies is very good. Reinforcements arc grad. 
ually pouring in. 
General Simpson is said to

some important step is soon to bo taken: 


In a naval way preparations continue for a 


campaign in the Danube, and for a Maratime 
expedition, destination secret. Operations in 
the sea of Azoff and in the Baltic have been 
unimportant. The Russians are encamped near 
Kars, but have not yet invested the city. 


It is rumored in Paris that the preparations

fresh burned lime into the water, and agitate it 
with the bucket on tho rope, or with a pole. ' 


Another plan is to slack tbe lime in a small 


heap, mix it with water in a tub, and throw 
down three or four pailslul into tho well. 
Or 


it it is desired to enter the well and nut disturb 
tho water in it, take about half a pailfull of 
slacked lime, mix it quickly with cold water in 
a small tub, and lower it down into the well by 
cords attached to its lugs, so as to rest on the 
surface of the water. The contents of this tub 
must be stirred up for ton minutes with a pole 
in the well and then leftsuspended for an hour. 
When drawn up, any person may descend the 
well with safety. 


These facts are so plain that it seems almost 


suicidal to hear of any accident resulting from 
descending wells and we sincerely hope none 
of our readers at least will be guilty of such 
foolishness.
